Local Trout Farmer 
Describes Business 


There are four kinds of trout 
farmers according to Keith 
Brown, newly elected president 
of the U.S. Trout Farmers 
Association, and manager of the 
Mr. Lassen Trout Farm, located 
14 miles east of Red Bluff at 
Paynes Creek on ’ iighway 36. 
For those who . ave never 
heard of a trout farmer, Brown 
explained that there are 
basically four kinds 
1) those 
who breed trout for egg 
production, with the trout eggs 
being sold to commercial trout 
growers, and state and federal 
fish hatcheries; 2) trout farmers 
who specialize in the production 
of trout for the table market, for 
institutional-resUvprant and 
home consumption; 3) those 
who specialize in the sale of live 
trout for restocking purposes, 
for both commercially operated 
fee-fishing 
resorts, 
and 
governmental 
recreational 
streams and lakes, and 4) the 


trout farmer who provides 
recreational fishing on a fee 
basis, providing excellent 
fishing for men, women, and 
children who find it impractical 
to fish the public waters. 
Brown, as president of 
USTFA, heads an organization 
that has members or associate 
members in most states of the 
union. The group has as its 
objectives the promotion of 
commercially produced trout, 
trout eggs, and other items or 
services associated with the 
trout industry. Among some of 
the most recent projects was the 
production of a 14-minute sound 
and color film on the trout in­ 
dustry, “Trout, U.S.A." which is 
available through the trout 
association and the Bureau of 
Commercial Fisheries. The film 
has won five international 
awards for its excellence since it 
was released some 15 months 
ago.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Simulation of sexual intercourse 
onstage is legal, a Municipal 
Court judge has ruled in 
throwing out charges against 
two performers in “Oh! 
Calcutta! ’ ’ 
Judge Harry Bow dismissed 
seven counts of lewd and 
lascivious conduct Tuesday 
against the nude show’s stars, 
Ronda Copland and J«-e Roma. 
They were arrested seven times 
by San Francisco police last fall. 
He cited a recent California 
Supreme Court decision in­ 
volving another play, “The 
Beard,” being staged in Lo6 
Angeles, which held a simulated 
act of oral copulation not ob­ 
scene because it was in a live 
theatrical production.

W A S H I N G T O N 
Businessmen will become in­ 
creasingly involved in the 
national effort to erase the 
plight of our cities, but they 
would like to see more of the 
urban problem-solving shifted 
from Washington to the states 
and local communities, the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States reported to 
President Nixon today. 
The National Chamber’s 
report to the White House on a 
series of regional Urban Action 
Forums held in 15 cities last fall 
contained recommendations for 
attacking the problems of 
crime, housing, education and 
manpower. 
It also revealed 
results of a poll on businessman 
attitudes toward the Ad­ 
ministration’s programs and the

problems in their coum- 
munities.

The Poles in the United States are compaignmg to stop jokes 
about the Polish Their complaints and their protest campaign 
have a fam iliar ring They are sim ilar to protests in the recent past 
by Negroes, Italians and Mexicans. Next, it could be the Irish — 
and the world would be a much drearier place. 


According to Chester Grabowski, editor of the Post Eagle, an 
English language Polish-American newspaper published in Clifton, 
N. J., Polish organizations are preparing to boycott products of 
firm s sponsoring shows on which offensive Polish jokes are used, 
“ We don’t object to inoffensive jokes.” Grabowski said, “but we do 
object to all jokes that make the Polish look like fools For example, 
one Rowan and Martin show had a joke that went something like 
this: ‘The launching of the first Polish moon rocket was delayed 
until the government can develop a workable match to light the 
fuse.’ ” 


That seems a good indication of the type of humor that is ob­ 
jected to, and also of the type of person objecting Mr. Grabowski 
would do better to smile at the only mildly humorous bit of non­ 
sense. To give it a second thought is to lay himself open to the 
danger of being mistaken for the slow-witted type to which he 
objects having the Poles compared 


Actually, humor is the best defense against humor — and it 
makes life more pleasant all the way around. Let the Poles and the 
Italians and the Mexicans and the Negroes answer back in kind. 
There is fertile field among the Jews and the English and the 
Germans and the Scots, and among Americans of all localities. It’s 
best for all of us if we laugh when we are laughed at. 


On the other hand, though, it is well for all of us to keep in mind 
that a joke is a joke, and probably has no founding on fact at all. If 
we go through life thinking that all Poles are slow and stupid, that 
all Mexicans are Frito Bandito types, or that all country dwellers 
are guillible yokels, we may end up wiser but sadder. 


Generalities are mighty dangerous guides, even when they 
contain a lot of truth. They are hazardous in the extrem e when they 
are pure farce — if we take them seriously Better we laugh 


SOME INSIGHT INTO CAMPUS TURMOIL 
The Winfield, Kansas, Courier observed that “Among People 
now in middle age and beyond there is much puzzlement — along 
with other feelings which range from mild irritation to snorting 
outrage — as to what makes today’s college generation so feisty . .. 
Some insight can be found, though, in the reflections of John Solan 
Dickey on the occasion of his retirem ent as president of Dartmouth 
College. During his 25 years as head of the nation’s ninth oldest 
institution of higher learning, Dickey has witnessed at first hand a 
period of enormous change. He sums up his conclusions, so far as 
they relate to present-day students, in this perceptive sentence: 
‘More of today’s college generation are more aware of the gap 
between human ideals and human performance than any college 
generation I’ve ever dealt with.' That does not fully explain the 
problem; certainly it does not provide means of dealing with the 
problem. It does shed light on the m atter, and reminds us that while 
the problem confronts society with difficulties it also contains seeds 
of hope and challenge.”

They 
were paid by the taxpayers, not 
by Collins 
E ach girl would draw a 
government check on alternate 
months, cash it immediately 
and turn the proceeds over to 
Collins’ office manager, Ber­ 
nard Wunder. Then he would 
count out in cash what each girl 
had earned at the rate of $2 an 
hour 
Over a 
five-month 
period, 
however, the girls’ government 
checks added up to $498.71 more 
than they received back in cash. 
It is a federal violation for a 
Congressman, or anyone else, to 
keep 
part 
of 
an 
employe’s 
government salary, 
Here’s how Collins’ kickback 
arrangem ent worked. In Sep­ 
tem ber, for instance, Miss 
Baker received a federal check 
for $367.97, which she cashed 
She brought the money to 
Wunder, who handed her back 
$132 and gave Miss Guterman 
another $107. 
This left a balance of $128.97. 
which neither girl saw again 
In November, to cite another 
month, Miss Guterman received 
the $367.97 check She delivered 
the 
cash 
to W under, 
who 
returned $126 and gave Miss 
B aker 
$86. 
The 
rem aining 
$155.97 hasn’t been accounted 
for. 
Congressman Collins at first 
denied to this column that he 
knew about the kickbacks Then 
he explained that he was aware 
of the financial arrangement but 
thought both girls had divided in 
cash the full amount of their

or hold your breath for twenty 
seconds. If this doesn’t do it, 
breathe into a paper bag hold­ 
ing the opening tightly over 
the nose and mouth. This caus­ 
es a concentration of carbon 
dioxide in the bag and 
quently relaxes the hiccups 
There are many cases re­ 
ported of hiccups that last for 
long periods of time. These can 
be very devitalizing and sap 
the energy completely. I recall 
the clever device of a physician 
whose name, unfortunately, es­ 
capes me. for I would like to 
give him credit for it. In se­ 
vere cases of prolonged hic­ 
cups a rubber tube is passed 
through the nose to the back 
of the throat.

Throughout the centuries, each 
m ajor eclipse

probably was followed by a 
sm all epidemic — of eye 
damage. 
That’s the view of the British 
medical journal the Lancet, as 
the time nears for a major total 
eclipse of the sun around mid­ 
day Saturday. 
The Lancet adds that eye 
damage from a solar eclipse “is 
largely avoidable.” 
“Many victims,” according to 
the journal, “are school children 
who have been marched out by 
their teachers to watch the solar 
display with little understanding 
of the dangers.” 
Because this eclipse is on 
Saturday, when children are 
outof school, and because the 
weather may be mild, the risk of 
eye 
damage 
to children 
is 
especially great 
The Lancet, along with a large 
number of eye specialists and 
their organizations, offers this 
advice: 
“The only safe advise for the 
public is that under no cir­ 
cumstances should the sun be 
looked at directly using any 
form of filter whatsoever ” 
The National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness says 
there is only one safe way to 


view a solar eclipse through a 
pinhole “projector.” 
With the sun behind you, 
punch a hole in a piece of card­ 
board with a pin, and then focus 
the image of the eclipse onto 
another piece of cardboard. 
The U.S. surgeon general, Dr. 
Jesse L Steinfeld, went further, 
saying the safest way to watch 
the eclipse is on television. 


Steinfeld urged parents to 
m aintain particularly close 
supervision over children. In the 
past, he said, the majority of eye 
injuries occurred in youngsters 
between 9 and 15. 


Normally, the dazzling visible 
rays of the sun deter people 
from looking directly at 
it. 
During an eclipse these rays are 
blocked, allowing people to look 
at the sun comfortably. 


Dangerous infrared rays, 
however, are not blocked. These 
invisible 
rays 
can 
cause 
damaging burns to the retina, 
the delicate back inner layer of 
the eye which transmits images 
to the brain. 
The retina is not sensitive to 
pain, so you would not feel the 
burn But the retinal bums are 
incurable, and produce a blind 
spot in the field of vision—in the 
sm all, vital area used for 
reading and all “fine” seeing.”

That's the view of the British 
'medical journal 'the' Lancet, as 
thr time nears for s major total 
eclipse of the sun around mid 
day Saturday. 
The Lancet adds that eye 
damage from a solar eclipse “ is 
largely avoidable." 
“ Many victim s." according to 
the journal, “ are school children 
who have been marched out by 
their teachers to watch the solar 
'display with: little understanding 
of the dangers “ 
Because this eclipse is on 
Saturday, when children are 
outof school, and because the 
weather may be mild, the risk of 
eye 
damage 
to children 
is 
especially great 
Thr Lancet, along with, a large 
number of eye specialists and 
their organizations, offers this 
advice: 
“ The only safe advise for the 
public is that under no cir­ 
cumstances should the sun be 
looked at directly using any 
form of filter whatsoever " 
The National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness says 
there 'is only one safe way to 


view a tolar eciipae through a 
pinhole “ projector.** 
With the sun behind you. 
punch a hole in a piece of card 
board with a pin, and then focus 
the image of the eclipse onto 
another piece of cardboard 
The U .S. surgeon general. Dr. 
Jesse L. Steinfeld. went further, 
saying the safest way to watch 
the eclipse is on televisión 


Steinfeld urged parents 
to 
m aintain particularly close 
supervision over children In the 
past, he said, the majority of eye 
injuries, occurred, in youngsters 
between 9 and IS
